Police probe 
jailbreak that 
left lone 
guard beaten

The Edmonton Police Service 
is launching an internal review 
after two men escaped custody 
Sunday night and left a police 
commissionaire badly beaten. 

At about 11:55 p.m, one of the 
men in custody asked for some 
toilet paper. A commissionaire 
working alone in the back of 
EPS southwest division station 
opened a cell door to provide it 
and one of the people in custody 
pushed him to the ground, then 
kicked and punched before find¬ 
ing his keys and letting another 
man out of an adjoining cell. 

Both men fled the building 
as the commissionaire lay in¬ 


jured on the ground. Officers 
gave chase by ground and by 
air, and cordoned off the neigh¬ 
bourhood. The first detainee was 
found a few minutes later at a 
shopping centre nearby, while 
the second man was found about 
an hour later a few blocks away 
Deputy Chief Tony Harder 
said the “experienced” commis¬ 
sionaire is recovering at home 
after being treated in hospital, 
and was following procedure 
in regards to the incident. The 
public was not in danger at any 
time, he added. 

“Commissionaires are rou¬ 
tinely in these cell areas by them¬ 
selves,” he said. “These things are 
not completely uncommon, but 
they’re rare in the city. So we 
are going to be doing a... full-on 
operational review” 

Blair Letendre, 30, is facing 
numerous charges including 
escape lawful custody and as¬ 
sault peace officer causing bod¬ 
ily harm. Clayton Carter, 22, 
is charged with escape lawful 
custody.

Balloon stunt was ‘worth it’ 
to daredevil entrepreneur 


Perhaps the most incredible 
thing about Dan Boria, who 
parachuted from a lawn chair 
suspended by more than 100 
helium balloons high above 
Calgary, is that he’s never seen 
the Disney movie Up. 

“Everyone keeps asking 
that,” he said Monday, hours 
after a daring publicity stunt 
that landed him briefly behind 
bars. “But I personally haven’t 
seen the movie.” 

Boria, 26, was arrested “with¬ 
out incident” after landing Sun¬ 
day evening, according to Cal¬ 
gary police, who charged him 
with mischief. 

Insp. Kyle Grant said he had 
never seen anything like this 
in his policing career, but de¬ 
scribed the stunt as “very ir¬ 
responsible.” 

Boria admitted he was aim¬ 
ing to garner attention for his 
cleaning-product company by 
flying with a banner bearing its 
web address, AllCleanNatural. 
ca, and said he was hoping 
to land on the Calgaiy Stam¬ 
pede grounds but missed his 
intended target, touching down 
instead in a “jagged, rocky” 
field to the southeast. 

Despite a foot injury and 
the arrest, Boria said it was 
all worth it. 

“It was the most unreal 
experience, ever,” he said. 
“Looking down from above 
the clouds at everything was 
incredible, sitting by myself 
in a lawn chair.” 

Grant said Boria will “most 
likely” face a fine, rather than 
jail time, but the financial pen¬ 
alty could be substantial.

AHS mental 
health strategy 
‘disjointed’

Alberta’s auditor general is de¬ 
tailing disturbing gaps within Al¬ 
berta Health Services’ treatment 
of the mentally ill and is calling 
on the health agency to live up to 
its own plans for improvement. 

Auditor General Merwan 
Saher’s latest report, released 
Monday, is a follow-up to a study 
completed in 2008 and details 
that the province has a concrete 
strategy to address mental health 
challenges for Albertans that, 
nonetheless, isn’t being utilized. 

“The department of health 
has failed to properly execute 
its addiction and mental health 
strategy. There is no need to re¬ 
design the strategy; rather the 
department needs to carry it 
out,” wrote Saher. 

The auditor found communi¬ 
cation disconnects between men¬ 
tal-health service providers, with 
poor co-ordination between doc¬ 


tor’s offices, hospitals and clin¬ 
ics. He also found AHS has allo¬ 
cated inadequate resources to 
its strategy. 

During a news conference 
Tuesday, Saher said AHS has 
made positive steps over the 
years but there has been no co¬ 
ordination to their plan. 

“When we compare what we 
saw today with what we have 
seen in 2008 there has been a 
great deal of improvement, but 
nevertheless the efforts of AHS 
we characterize as being dis¬ 
jointed,” he said. 

Rachel, a young woman who 
suffers from anxiety and spoke 
with Metro on the condition 
her last name not be used, said 
Saher’s findings duplicate her 
experience seeking help. 

“The system has a long way 
to go before it functions as a co¬ 
hesive whole. I’m lucky to have 
not fallen through the cracks; I 
stepped over quite a few,” she 
said. Rachel added that it took a 
long time for her to find resour¬ 
ces and supports. 

Vicki Kaminski, CEO of AHS, 
conceded the health service 
agency has to improve but said 
progress has been made. 

“The issues raised in the report 
are significant and important 
and we are treating them very 
seriously, but it’s important to

remember there has been a lot 
of good work done.” 

Kaminski said AHS plans to 
move increased mental health 
resources to communities and 
make sure all Albertans have 
access to the services. 

“If we’re going to improve the 
mental health of all Albertans 
we have to improve access to 
primaiy care.”

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'Failure ofprocedure’ muddies 
Fringe fest’s inclusive message

Marc Carnes, chairman of the 
board for Edmonton Fringe, was 
contrite Monday afternoon after 
the popular festival came under 
intense public fire for being non- 
inclusive. 

Carnes described the rejec¬ 
tion letter the festival sent to a 
disabled man, which has upset 
a large section of Edmonton 
and darkened the reputation 
of a festival otherwise known 
for its inclusion, as a “failure of 
procedure.” 

Last week, Fringe Theatre Ad¬ 
ventures (FTA) rejected a vol¬ 
unteer application from Daniel 
Hughes, a non-verbal disabled 
man who has volunteered for 
many years with the Fringe, ap¬ 
parently because of his disability. 

Despite having previously 
been a “FriendRaisers” festival 
greeter, a job Hughes said he 
enjoyed, the letter he received 
explained FriendRaisers now 
have to communicate more than 
in past years. 

Officials with FTA added in 
the letter that they would only 
be engaging “those volunteers 
whose skill sets match those 
(demands) of the job.” 

Hughes posted the rejection 
letter on Faceboolc, and Edmon¬ 
ton residents quickly responded, 
demanding the Fringe change 
their ways. 

Carnes said Monday there 
could have been more done to 
accommodate Hughes. “What 
we didn’t do is we didn’t have 
a conversation with Daniel and 
say, ‘These are the concerns ... 
what can we do to find some¬ 


thing that fits?’ That was the 
mistake,” Carnes said. 

Aside from this incident, in its 
34 years of operation before this 
point the FTA has been known 
for its inclusivity. 

“That’s a core value for us,” 
Carnes said. “We have a track 
record of inviting volunteers 
from all walks of life and abil¬ 
ities to participate.” 

Longtime volunteer Heidi Col- 
lins-McCann has been with the 
festival since its inception, and 
backs up Carnes’ claim. 

She has various physical dis¬ 


abilities herself, but said she 
has always felt accommodated. 

Moreover, her son Daniel Col¬ 
lins —who lives with severe aut¬ 
ism — has been at her side for 
the past 24 years in the volunteer 
headquarters, helping out in an 
informal capacity. 

“They’ve always been so good 
to him,” she said. 

Collins-McCann said that if she 
didn’t know anything about the 
FTA before reading the letter sent 
to Hughes, she would be mad. 

“But I know better,” she said. 
“The reality is the Fringe is sup¬ 


portive and they embrace with 
loving open arms all people with 
various disabilities.” 


Collins-McCann said multiple 
venues have staff wait near the¬ 
atre entrances to help guide chil¬ 
dren with disabilities and their 
guardians to a quiet room during 
panic attacks. 

All of the venues have been 


made wheelchair-accessible, and 
FTA recently introduced headsets 
for the hearing impaired. 


Collins-McCann anticipates 
the festival will grow and “be¬ 
come even better” following the 
recent misstep. 

Cames echoed that sentiment. 

He said various groups around 
the city have offered to train staff 


and volunteers to work better 
with people with disabilities. 

“We want to engage some of 
those organizations and take our 
volunteer program to the next 
level to make sure this doesn’t 
happen again,” he said. 

As for Hughes’ application, 
Carnes has pledged to accom¬ 
modate him. 

“At the end of the day, we truly 
apologize. We sincerely want to 
make this right, provide a festi¬ 
val opportunity for Daniel, and 
work with everybody to put on a 
festival this city can be proud of.”

Council endorses ‘aspirational’ vision for 104 Avenue

A plan to transform 104 Av¬ 
enue from a car-clogged free¬ 
way on the edge of downtown 
to one with bike routes, large 
sidewalks and smaller retail¬ 
ers, as well as restaurants and 
residential spaces, was passed 


without debate Monday in city 
council. 

City councillors endorsed 
the 104 Avenue Corridor 
Plan, which was developed 
with input from the surround¬ 
ing community, and which 
outlines how the area north 
and south of the six-lane road 
between downtown and 124 
Street will change over time. 

“It’s a very high-level plan 


and it’s to convert that arter¬ 
ial road into something that is 
much more of an urban street 
scape,” said Coun. Scott Mc- 
Keen, adding the street won’t 
change overnight, but this gets 
the planning on the right path. 

After a lengthy public en¬ 
gagement process by the city, 
it emerged that many residents 
living near 104 Avenue feel it 
acts as a barrier for people liv¬ 


ing in the community. 

In their report, city planners 
said they hoped to change that. 

“The barrier effect of 104 Av¬ 
enue will be reduced, helping 
to stitch together the neigh¬ 
bourhoods of Oliver, Queen 
Maiy Park, and Westmount,” 
reads their report. 

McKeen said the plan is 
“aspirational” and the key to 
making it succeed will be to 


get more Edmontonians tak¬ 
ing transit and biking to work, 
and focusing on who lives in 
the neighbourhood rather than 
who drives through it. 

“It’s really changed the face 
of the avenue to being almost 
a thoroughfare for commuters 
and traffic to something that 
feels really different.” 

But while the corridor plan 
also envisions the Valley Line 


LRT running down the centre 
of 104 Avenue, McKeen said 
that project will have to com¬ 
pete with all of the city’s other 
transit priorities for extending 
the network. 

“It will be in the hopper with 
extending LRT into Blatchford 
or out to Gorman,” he said. 
“I’m not going to say now what 
is more important. I think we 
really have to thresh that out.”

Coun. Michael Oshiy was blunt 
on Monday—the Metro Line LRT 
is nothing short of a “s-t-show.” 

Oshry tweeted the comment 
from his personal account after 
media reports broke of a 2013 
assessment of problems with 
the line’s construction. 

The report was not shared 
with council or the public when 
it was published, but details 
water pooling on LRT tracks, 
loose guard rails and essential 
connections clogged with debris. 

The contractor that built the 
line, SNC-Lavalin, wouldn’t com¬ 
ment on the problems detailed 


in the leaked report, and instead 
referred all media questions to 
the City of Edmonton. 

But Oshry said Monday the 
apparent lack of communica¬ 
tion between city council and 
the city’s administration is frus¬ 
trating him as someone who’s 
supposed to know what’s hap¬ 
pening. 

“We really should be hear¬ 
ing these things first, when it’s 
timely,” he said. “We make deci¬ 
sions based on the information 
that we get, and if not all of the 
information is out there it could 
lead us to making poor decisions 
and that’s very frustrating.” 

“This is a case of a project go¬ 
ing south,” he added. “I’m really 
annoyed and frustrated. We’re 
trying to hold administration 
accountable and it’s just frus¬ 
trating because I feel like there’s 
not much I can do.” 

In an email to Metro, city 
spokeswoman Lindsay Yarmon 
said that “regular inspections 
and any resulting deficiency 
reports” were part of the city’s 


process for building the Metro 
Line. 

“It’s normal for construction 
projects to have deficiencies. 
The ciity has known about these 
construction issues for some 
time and has been working to 
address them with the contract¬ 
or,” she said. 

Yarmon added the majority of 
the issues with the system have 
since been resolved and the few 
that remain are being fixed. 

She also added none of these 
problems would affect the open¬ 
ing of the line. 

There is still no opening date 
slotted for the 3.3-kilometre 
transit line that was supposed 
to open in April 2014. 

Council is receiving a private 
update from administration on 
the Metro Line LRT prior to the 
release in August of its audit 
report on the project. 

“This system is just not going 
well and the frustrating part is 
there seems like there’s no end 
to the challenges we’ve discov¬ 
ered,” said Oshry. 


BUSES 

City not betting 
on fall NAIT service 


The city is playing it safe and 
is working under the assump¬ 
tion the Metro Line will not be 
functional by the beginning of 
the upcoming school year for 
NAIT students. 

Officials contacted by Metro on 
Monday said they are planning 
shuttle bus services to the school 
again this fall—just as the city 
did for last year when the pro¬ 
ject encountered its first delay. 

According to bus operations 
divisional supervisor Linda Ka- 
dataz, the shuttle service, put in 


place last summer to ensure stu¬ 
dents could get from downtown 
to the NAIT campus despite the 
Metro Line’s problems, will be 
in place yet again this August. 

“It will be the same service we 
have in place as last year,” she 
said. “That’s the plan right now, 
unless the Metro Line opens.” 

The $665-million, 3.3-kilo¬ 
metre Metro Line was first sched¬ 
uled to open in April 2014, but 
has been beset by technical de¬ 
lays and other errors.

Henry the three-legged kitten 
cuddled into the arms of his 
new family Monday, a happy 
ending for a cat that wasn’t 
expected to survive after be¬ 
ing found injured on the side 
of a highway. 

The grey kitten’s tiny 
meow greeted reporters 
for the last time as he pre¬ 
pared to leave the Edmonton 
Humane Society with the 
Rempel family, who found 
him after he was hit by a car 
near Red Deer in May. 

Henry’s severely injured 
front leg was removed last 
week, but the tabby scam¬ 
pered across the floor with 
ease as he played with 
Tamara and Clint Rempel, 
and their children Erin and 
Samuel. 

“The kids are absolutely in 
love,” Tamara said. “We were 
really worried he wouldn’t 
survive. But it turns out he’s 
doing quite well.” 

The family said they plan 
to continue maintaining 
Henry’s popular social media 
presence, and will offer regu¬ 
lar updates on the “warrior 
cat.” 

The family already has 
two cats, and while Henry 
hasn’t met his furry rela¬ 
tives yet, Clint said he ex¬ 
pects the three “active” cats 
to get along well. 


“There was never any in¬ 
tention to go over more than 
two cats, but with the kids 
begging and a cute little in¬ 
jured kitten, you can’t help 
but say yes,” he said. 

The Rempel family thanked 
the humane society for their 


efforts in healing Henry and 
fundraising the cost of the

Man who

Insects 
may have 
emotions 

If you knew that pesky fly buzz¬ 
ing around your kitchen had 
feelings, would you still swat it? 

According to a post on Brain- 
Blogger.com, a number of recent 
studies show insects experience 
something aldn to emotion, and 
may even possess empathy for 
their fellow bugs. 

In one experiment, a colony 
of bees was subjected to a simu¬ 
lated badger attack (no, really) 
and then presented with two 
chemical scents: one designed 
to simulate food and attract the 
bees and another that typically 
repels them. 

“Bees that had been shaken 
became pessimistic, glass-half- 
empty characters that were more 
likely to react to the nasty smell 
in the mixtures and recoil as op¬ 
posed to being attracted to the 
yummy smell...

Feds soften up 
on bribery 


ANTI-CORRUPTION 

Ottawa makes 
changes to 
procurement 
rules, penalties 

Ottawa has softened its anti¬ 
corruption rules, reducing the 
penalties for companies that 
are seeking government work 
after being convicted of bribery, 
money laundering and other 
offences. 

Under the new procurement 
rules announced Friday, compan¬ 
ies can still be barred from gov¬ 
ernment contracts for 10 years if 
they have been convicted of such 
offences in the past three years. 

But that ban can be cut in 
half if the company co-oper¬ 
ates with authorities and takes 
remedial action. 

Also, suppliers will no longer 
be automatically ineligible for 
government work because of 
the conduct of affiliates unless 


it can be demonstrated that the 
supplier had control over the 
convicted affiliate. 

Canada’s business lobby has 
been urging Ottawa to make 
changes to procurement rules 
it labelled as “draconian.” 

Public Works Canada says the 
new rules are fair, ensure due 
process and better align with 
international best practices. 

SNC-Lavalin chief executive 
Robert Card has warned of the 
negative consequences for his 
company if the federal proto¬ 
cols used in awarding contracts 
weren’t changed in fight of the 
company’s legal troubles. The 
company has been beefing up 
its compliance rules since impro¬ 
prieties surfaced three years ago. 

The RCMP charged SNC-Lava¬ 
lin and two of its subsidiaries 
with one count of fraud and one 
of corruption last Februaiy over 
its dealings in Libya. 

The Montreal-based company 
has said it will plead not guilty 
to the charges but is willing to 
pay a fine for the alleged trans¬

gressions of former employees. 
The case will be back in court 
in October. 

While the legal case remains 
outstanding, SNC-Lavalin has 
been part of various consortia 
that have won or been selected 
as preferred bidders for several 
federal contracts.

Church bells rang 47 times in 
Lac-Megantic on Monday as lo¬ 
cals gathered to honour the vic¬ 
tims of a rail disaster two years 
ago that forever changed the 
Quebec town. 

Forty-seven people were killed 
and a large swath of downtown 
was destroyed on July 6, 2013, 
when an unmanned 72-car train 
jumped the track, spilling and 
igniting some six million litres 
of volatile crude oil. 

At noon, people gathered out¬ 
side Lac-Megantic’s St-Agnes 
Church for a moment of silence 
and a ringing of the bells. On¬ 
going decontamination work 
was also halted briefly to mark 
the tragedy. 

A low-key mass was held 


Sunday night. 

Politicians of all stripes 
marked the anniversaiy, vow¬ 
ing to continue to support the 
community. 

Premier Philippe Couillard 
hailed the resolve of locals and 
said in a statement the province 
would keep helping the town 
of 6,000. 

“Our thoughts are with the 
families and relatives of the vic¬ 
tims and to all citizens of Lac- 
Megantic,” Couillard said. “The 
Meganticois are a good example 
of solidarity and resilience for 
all of Quebec.” 

Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er also praised residents as the 
town rebuilds and heals. 

“It takes people of extraordin¬ 
ary strength to overcome such 
a disaster, and I was privileged 
to witness first-hand during my 
visits to Lac-Megantic the re¬ 
markable resilience, pride and 
spirit of those in the commun¬ 
ity,” Harper said. 

He added that those found 
guilty of breaking the law will 


be held to account. 

In late June, several people 
and the defunct rail company 
at the heart of the disaster were 
hit with new federal charges. 


Among the accused were Mont¬ 
real, Maine and Atlantic Railway, 
the insolvent company’s for¬ 
mer president, and train driver 
Thomas Harding. 


The federal government has 
abandoned its high-profile ap¬ 
peal to the Supreme Court on 
overseas spying by the Can¬ 
adian Security Intelligence 
Service. 

The court agreed last Feb¬ 
ruary to take the case after 
federal lawyers argued for 
guidance on whether CSIS 
needed a warrant to seek al¬ 
lied help in spying on Can¬ 
adians abroad. 

They said the spy service 
was left in the dark as to when 
a judge’s approval was re¬ 
quired to monitor suspected 
Canadian extremists in other 
countries.

“Given the significance of 
the legislative changes, and 
CSIS’s pressing need to seek 
warrants under the new re¬ 
gime in fulfilling its statutory 
mandate, our priority will be 
to focus on the new system 
now in place,” Frater said in 
the June 19 letter.

Graduate asks Dalhousie

Hundreds of thousands of people 
filled a park in Ecuador’s main 
port city Monday for Pope Fran¬ 
cis’ first big event of his three- 
nation South American tour, 
hoping for a glimpse of Latin 
America’s first pope returning 
to his home soil for a Mass dedi¬ 
cated to the family. 

Many pilgrims spent the night 


outdoors, and some walked 
for miles to reach the park on 
Guayaquil’s northern outskirts 
where the crowd sang hymns 
and sought pockets of shade to 
keep cool amid the scorching sun 
and high humidity. Firefighters 
sprayed them with water hoses 
to provide relief. 

“I’m tired. I’m hungry, I 
haven’t slept but I’m also full 
of emotion and joy in my heart,” 
said Vicente Huilcatoma, a 
47-year-old retired police offi¬ 
cer who walked 40 kilometres 
to reach Samanes Park. 

The Vatican had originally 
estimated more than 1 million 
people would turn out for the 


Mass, and government organ¬ 
izers put the crowd at above 1 
million people in the hour before 
the service began. But Gabriel Al¬ 
meida, the government spokes¬ 
man at the scene, rolled back 
the estimate to several hundred 
thousand after officials viewed 
aerial images of the area. 

In his homily, Francis praised 
families as the bedrock of society 
— “the nearest hospital, the first 
school for the young, the best 
home for the elderly” — and said 
miracles are performed eveiy day 
inside a family out of love. But 
he said sometimes the love and 
happiness runs out.

lonely, wonder when love left, 
when it slipped away from their 
lives?” he asked.

Although many of the defect¬ 
ors said Kony is suffering from 
diabetes, some also suggested the 
elusive warlord has AIDS, he said. 

Kony is believed to be hiding 
in Kafia Kingi, a Sudanese-con¬ 
trolled enclave on the border 
of Central African Republic and 
South Sudan. Watchdog groups 
have described Kafia Kingi as a 
safe haven for Kony because Af¬ 
rican troops hunting for him do 
not have access to the territoiy. 

The Lord’s Resistance Army, 
which originated in Uganda in 
the 1980s as a tribal uprising 
against the government, became 
notorious for kidnapping chil¬ 
dren as fighters and forcing girls 
to be sex slaves. Kony became

The reigning Miss Universe has 
refused to relinquish her crown 
despite a tide of condemnation 
following pageant owner Donald 
Trump’s remarks on Mexican 
immigrants. 

Paulina Vega on Monday said 
she would continue doing the or¬ 
ganization’s social work and dis¬ 
missed Trump’s 
accusation that 
she is a hypocrite 
for condemning 
his recent com¬ 
ments but declin¬ 
ing to step down 
as Miss Universe. 

“The fact that I 
am not giving up 
my crown doesn’t mean that I 
am changing my stance about 
everything I said,” the Colom¬ 
bian beauty said in her native 
country during an interview 
with radio station La W. 


“It doesn’t make any sense 
that Donald Trump calls me a 
hypocrite because I’m not giv¬ 
ing up my crown.” 

In his June presidential cam¬ 
paign announcement, Trump 
said that some Mexican immi¬ 
grants to the U.S. bring drugs 
and crime, and some are rapists. 

On Sunday, a few days after 
Vega called his remarks “unjust 
and hurtful,” Trump tweeted: 
“Miss Universe, Paulina Vega, 
criticized me for telling the truth 
about illegal immigration, but 
then said she would keep the 
crown — Hypocrite.” 

“As a Colombian and as Miss 


Universe, I want to show my 
support and validate the senti¬ 
ments of the Latin community,” 
Vega had said on her Instagram 
account last week. 

Vega, 22, won the 2014 Miss 


Universe pageant last January 
in Miami. 

Pressure on her to quit has 
increased over the past several 
days, with Colombia retiring its 
bid to host the event and Mex¬ 
ico announcing that it won’t be 
sending any candidate to the 
competition. 

Univision also cut its ties with 
Trump and all of his enterprises, 
and Colombian superstar Sha- 
kira, in reference to the tycoon’s 
comments, tweeted that “no one 
living in this centuiy should 
stand behind so much ignor¬ 
ance.” 

Vega, born in Barranquilla, 
stressed to the 
radio station that 
the Miss Universe 
pageant existed 
long before 
Trump acquired 
it and that “it will

sional young man who couldn’t 
bear revealing his struggle. 

Holmes’ parents have made 
few public statements since the 
attack. But Arlene Holmes says 
in a book she prays for the vic¬ 
tims and feels self-guilt. 

She and her husband may be 
called to testify at sentencing if 
the juiy convicts their son, who 
they say has mental illness. 

Just before the trial, Holmes’ 
parents begged for a plea deal 
that would spare his hfe. 

“We have always loved him, 
and we do not want him to be 
executed,” they said in a state¬ 
ment in December. 

Now, the couple sits two rows 
behind him in the courtroom. 
The relationship Arlene and 
Robert Holmes had with their 
son had been strained since he 
was a boy. Holmes has told a 
psychiatrist that he doesn’t like 
to talk with people, even his 
mother and father. 

Holmes’ attorneys have ref¬ 
erenced a family histoiy of dis¬ 
orders, including an aunt with 
schizophrenia and a grandfather 
who was institutionalized. 
Holmes’ parents and younger sis¬ 
ter joined him in family therapy 
when he was in eighth grade. 


Holmes abruptly dropped 
out of school not long before 
the attack, and his mother got 
a call from his therapist. Dr. 
Lynne Fenton asked if it was 
unusual for their son to seem 
so emotionless and withdrawn. 
Arlene Holmes responded that 
her son had always been socially 
awkward. 

“She was always worried 
about him and wanted to help 
him, but she wasn’t sure how 
to do that,” Fenton testified. 

His parents offered to let him 
move home. By then, Holmes 
had already assembled an ar¬ 
senal of weapons and had re¬ 
searched movie showings and 


picked the auditorium where 
he could kill the most people. 

Holmes has said he didn’t care 
if he got the death penalty but 
would fight it for his parents: 
“They would miss me,” he said. 

Holmes said his parents regu¬ 
larly send him letters in jail. 

“I tell Jim I love him and pray 
he feels loved,” Arlene wrote. “I 
hope his brain is not too disor¬ 
dered to remember what love 
feels like.” 

Holmes’ mother also wrote 
of praying for the victims each 
night: “I can never forgive my¬ 
self for not knowing that this 
would happen,” she wrote.

Mother leaves infant in street 


A Maryland mother is being 
held on $500,000 bail after po¬ 
lice say she left her 6-weelc-old 
daughter on the side of a road 
Saturday. 

Anne Arundel County po¬ 
lice charged 26-year-old Sandra 
Clara McClaiy of Baltimore with 
child neglect and reckless en- 
dangerment on Sunday. Lt. T.J. 
Smith says that McClaiy left the 
baby on the roadside and that 
the incident might be related 
to a domestic dispute. 

Police say a resident of Pasa¬ 
dena found the infant in a 
scuffed carrier before midnight 


Saturday and called police. The 
baby is in good condition and in 
Department of Child Protective 
Services’ custody. 

Police say McClaiy called po¬ 
lice Sunday morning claiming 
to be the baby’s mother. 

McClaiy is scheduled to go 
to trial this week in a string of 
robberies. 

In a 911 call that police re¬ 
leased Monday, the dispatcher 
sounds incredulous when the 
caller reports that a baby in a 
stroller is in the road near her 
house. A baby can be heard 
ciying during some of the call: 


Caller: I have a problem here. 
I live at... And it’s a baby in our 
street, and no one’s around and 
baby’s just steady ciying. 
Dispatcher: About how old? 

Caller: About two months old. 

Dispatcher: And there’s no 
one around? 

Caller: No one at all. She’s in a 
stroller, we don’t want anyone 
run over her, out in the street. 
Dispatcher: It’s in the road?

Finance 
minister 
resigns to ease 
negotiations 

Despite triumphing in a popu¬ 
lar vote against austerity, 
Greece on Monday faced the 
urgent need to heal its ties 
with European creditors and 
reach a financial rescue deal 
that might prevent it from 
falling out of the euro — pos¬ 
sibly within days. 

Prime Minister Alexis Tsipras 
won big in Sunday’s referen¬ 
dum, in which 60 per cent of 
Greeks rejected the economic 
measures creditors had pro¬ 
posed in exchange for loans 
the countiy needs to remain 
afloat. He also received the rare 
backing of opposition parties 
to restart bailout negotiations. 

But his bolstered mandate 
to push for better conces¬ 
sions from creditors hit the 
hard reality of the country’s 
deteriorating finances, with 
the banks facing the risk of 
collapse within days unless a 
rescue deal is reached. 

In a sign that he hopes to 
reach a deal as soon as possible, 
Tsipras appointed a new mild- 
mannered finance minister to 
lead talks with bailout creditors 
and replace Yanis Varoufalcis, 
the hard-talking professor who 
clashed regularly with his Euro¬ 
pean counterparts. 

Euclid Tsalcalotos, a 55-year- 
old economist, appears more 
willing to reach a comprom¬ 
ise with creditors and will 
be tested as soon as Tuesday, 
when he will meet the other 
18 eurozone finance ministers 
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After yesterday's 
celebrations in the 
streets there's a 
danger of a rude 
awakening soon. 

Germany's Vice Chancellor, 
Sigmar Gabriel 

in Brussels. 

That meeting is meant to 
seek the basis for a deal that 
European leaders, including 
Tsipras, might discuss at an 
emergency summit later in 
the day. Ahead of the summit, 
Tsipras spoke by phone with 
German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel. 

Greece’s financial situation 
is getting more difficult by the 
day. It had to close the banks 
last week to prevent their col¬ 
lapse in the face of a run, and 
imposed limits on cash with¬ 
drawals and transfers. 

Greek banks remained 
closed Monday, with only a 
few branches opening for pen¬ 
sioners to receive emergency 
assistance. Loulca Katseli, head 
of the Greek Bank Association, 
said she expected banks to re¬ 
main closed for at least two 
more days. 

The government is expected 
to extend the restrictions on 
withdrawals after the European 
Central Bank makes a decision 
later Monday on cash support 
for Greek banks. 

The ECB has frozen the 
amount of credit it allows 
Greek banks to draw on, even 
though their cash require¬ 
ments are growing as people 
rush to withdraw what money 
they can.

Senators 
debate 
rebel flag 

South Carolina lawmakers on 
Monday began debating wheth¬ 
er to bring the Confederate 
flag down outside the Capitol, 
starting with a pair of senators 
whose families arrived in the 
state before the Civil War. 

Both men — one white, one 
black — have come to the same 
conclusion: The rebel flag no 
longer represents the valour of 
Southern soldiers but the ra¬ 
cism that led them to separate 
from the United States more 
than 150 years ago. 

Republican Sen. Larry Mar¬ 
tin, who is white, had fought 
off attempts to move the flag 
for decades. But he changed 
his mind after nine people 
were shot to death during Bible 
study at a historic African- 
American church in Charles¬ 
ton by a man police say was 
motivated by racial hatred. 

Sen. Darrell Jackson, a black 
Democrat, helped write the 
compromise that brought the 
Confederate flag off the State- 
house dome in 2000 and put 
it in its current location on 
a pole on the capitol’s front 
lawn. South Carolina had been 
the last state to fly a Confeder¬ 
ate flag on its Capitol dome. 

Jackson said he regretted 
not going farther to get rid of 
the flag completely 15 years 
ago. 

The only flag supporter to 
speak was Sen. Lee Bright, who 
briefly introduced an amend¬ 
ment to put the fate of the 
flag to a popular vote. 

The Senate expected to 
continue the debate Monday 
afternoon. 

Outside the Statehouse, doz¬ 
ens of protesters began to ar¬ 
rive. Some called for the flag 
to come down. Others said the 
state was giving in to North¬ 
ern liberals and civil rights 
activists.

Boy dies after punishment 
for eating cake: Police 

Police say a nine-year-old 
boy has died after he was 
allegedly handcuffed and 
beaten for eating a piece 
of birthday cake without 
permission. 

The mother's boyfriend, 
30-year-old Robert Wilson, 
was charged Wednesday 
with first-degree assault 
and child abuse. 

It's not clear whose 
cake it was. The boy had 
had a birthday three days 
earlier. 
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Sex on public beach nets 
prison sentence for man 

A man convicted of hav¬ 
ing sex on a Florida beach 
in front of families was 
sentenced to 2-1/2 years in 
prison on Monday. 

Jose Caballero, 40, and 
Elissa Alvarez, 21, were 
convicted in May of two 
counts of lewd and lascivi¬ 
ous behaviour. They were 
videotaped having sex on a 
Manatee County beach last 
summer in broad daylight. 
Witnesses testified that a 
3-year-old girl saw them. 
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An Iraqi fighter jet accidentally 
dropped a bomb over a Baghdad 
neighbourhood on Monday, kill¬ 
ing at least 12 people on the 
ground, Iraqi officials said. 

The plane — one of several 
Russian-made Sukhois used by 
Iraq in the fight against the Is¬ 
lamic State group — was re¬ 
turning to base when the ac¬ 
cident happened. 

Militaiy spokesman Brig. Gen. 
Saad Maan Ibrahim told The As¬ 
sociated Press that a technical 
failure caused the Sukhoi jet 
to drop the bomb, which hit a 
number of houses in the Iraqi 


capital’s eastern neighbourhood 
of New Baghdad. 

Three children and two 
women were among the 12 
killed, a police officer at the 
scene and a medical official at 
a nearby hospital said. At least 
25 people were wounded, the 
two officials added. 

AP footage showed rescue 
teams in orange jumpsuits and 
blue helmets searching through 
the rubble for victims. At least 
one victim was seen wrapped 
with a blanket and being rushed 
to an ambulance. 

Iraq is going through its worst 


crisis since the 2011 withdrawal 
of U.S. troops. The Islamic State 
group controls large swaths of 
the countiy’s north and west 
following a blitz last year when 
the militants captured Iraq’s 
second-largest city of Mosul and 
the majority of the western An- 
bar province. 

Also Monday, separate attacks 
in and around Baghdad killed at 
least seven people. 

The deadliest took place in 
Baghdad’s southern suburb 
of Arab Jabour when a booby- 
trapped house exploded, kill¬ 
ing three members of security 


forces and wounding nine, a 
police officer said. 

In another attack, two soldiers 
were killed and five hurt when 
mortar rounds hit their base in 
Abu Ghraib, west of Baghdad, 
the officer said. And two civilians 
were killed and six wounded in 
a bomb explosion at an outdoor 
market in the western Ghaz- 
aliyah neighbourhood. 

Medical officials confirmed 
casualty figures. All officials 
spoke on condition of anonym¬ 
ity as they were not authorized 
to release information.

2005 testimony 
reveals comic

Bill Cosby admitted in 2005 that 
he got Quaaludes with the in¬ 
tent of giving them to young 
women he wanted to have sex 
with, and that he gave the seda¬ 
tive to at least one woman and 
“other people,” according to 
documents obtained Monday. 

That woman and a second 
woman testified in the same 
case that they knowingly took 
Quaaludes from him, accord¬ 
ing to the unsealed documents. 
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Why would he be 
embarrassed by 
his own version 
of the facts? 

Judge Eduardo Robreno, 
on Cosby's efforts to block 
release of his testimony 


The Associated Press had gone 
to court to compel the release of 
the documents from the depos¬ 
ition in a sexual-abuse lawsuit 
filed by former Temple Univer¬ 
sity employee Andrea Constand 
— the first of a cascade of sex¬ 
ual-abuse lawsuits against him. 
Cosby’s lawyers had objected 
on the grounds that it would 
embarrass their client. 

Cosby settled that lawsuit 
under confidential terms in 
2006. His lawyers in the Philadel¬ 
phia case did not immediately 
return phone calls Monday. Con- 
stand consented to be identified 
but did not want to comment, 
her lawyer said Monday. 

Cosby, 77, has been accused 
by more than two dozen women 
of sexual misconduct, includ¬ 
ing allegations by many that 
he drugged and raped them 
in incidents dating back more 
than four decades. Cosby has 
never been criminally charged, 
and most of the accusations are 
barred by statutes of limitations. 

Cosby, giving sworn testi¬ 
mony in the lawsuit accusing 
him of sexual assaulting Con- 
stand at his home in Pennsyl¬ 
vania in 2005, said he got seven 
Quaalude prescriptions in the 


1970s. The lawyer for Constand 
asked if he had kept the seda¬ 
tives through the 1990s — after 
they were banned — but was 
frustrated by objections from 
Cosby’s lawyer. 

“When you got the Quaa¬ 
ludes, was it in your mind that 


you were going to use these 
Quaaludes for young women 
that you wanted to have sex 
with?” lawyer Dolores M. Troiani 
asked. 

“Yes,” Cosby answered on 
Sept. 29, 2005. 

“Did you ever give any of 


these young women the Quaa¬ 
ludes without their knowledge?” 

Cosby’s lawyer again objected, 
leading Troiani to petition the 
federal judge to force Cosby to 
co-operate. 

Cosby later said he gave Con¬ 
stand three half-pills of Bena¬ 


dryl, although Troiani in the 
documents voices doubt that 
was the drug involved. The two 
other women who testified on 
Constand’s behalf said they had 
knowingly been given Quaa¬ 
ludes. 

Three of the women accus¬ 
ing Cosby of sexually assaulting 
them have a defamation lawsuit 
pending against him in Massa¬ 
chusetts. They allege that he 
defamed them when his agents 
said their accusations were un¬ 
true. Cosby is trying to get their 
case thrown out before discov¬ 
ery 

Cosby had fought The Associ¬ 
ated Press’ efforts to unseal the 
testimony, with his lawyer argu¬ 
ing the deposition could reveal 
details of Cosby’s marriage, sex 
life and prescription drug use. 

“Frankly ... it would embar¬ 
rass him, (and) it would also 
prejudice him in eyes of the 
jury pool in Massachusetts,” 
argued lawyer George M. Gowen 
III in June.

Starbucks hikes drink prices 


Starbucks Canada will raise 
prices on some of its beverage 
sizes by 10 to 20 cents starting 
today 

The coffee chain says the ad¬ 
justments will only apply to 10 
per cent of its drinks — and 
won’t impact some of its most 
popular items. 

Company spokeswoman Carly 
Suppa says the price hikes will 
vary by province. 


She says a brewed coffee in a 
Venti cup — the largest size at 
Canadian stores — will increase 
by 10 cents in some provinces. 

Lattes in a grande or vend cup 
will go up by 20 cents, depending 
on the province. 

Suppa says prices for these par¬ 
ticular drinks haven’t increased 
in a year-and-a-half to three years. 

In the United States, Star- 
bucks also announced separate 


price changes to some of its 
drinks. 

The company says small and 
large coffees will each go up by 
10 cents U.S. in most areas of 
the countiy. 

The decision comes even as

Major Canadian importers of 
olive oil, sea salt, preserved vege¬ 
tables and other delicacies from 
Greece say they’ve been stock¬ 
piling goods in their warehouses 
in anticipation that the economic 
turmoil overseas will get worse. 

The Canadian companies say 
the economic crisis in Greece 
won’t keep products off store 
shelves here for a while, but re¬ 
cent events make their prepara¬ 
tions seem wise. 

A referendum held on Sunday 
saw Greek citizens reject the idea 
of adopting more austerity meas¬ 
ures in exchange for financial aid 
from the European Union. The 
debt-ridden country has closed 
its banks for six working days 
and imposed strict limits on cash 
withdrawals.

Greece’s precarious financial 
situation may force it to abandon 
the euro and begin issuing its 
own currency. 

Canadian businesses are keep¬ 
ing a close eye on the economic 
situation, but don’t immediately 
seem to feel their bottom lines 
will require much extra scrutiny. 

“Business as usual for us,” said 
Miltiadis Antypas, President of 
Pilaros International Trading Inc. 
“The companies we’re dealing 
with, most of them are multi¬ 
national. They don’t pay us, we 
pay them, so the situation is not 
changing for us.” 

The food products that com¬ 
panies such as Pilaros import 
to Canadian shores represent a 
significant piece of the Greelc- 
Canadian trading relationship.

There is a divide in business 
confidence across the countiy 
as low oil prices weigh on the 
outlook for some regions more 
than others, according to the 
latest Bank of Canada report. 

The summer edition of the 
central bank’s business outlook 
survey suggests businesses on 
the Prairies expect sales to slow 
over the next 12 months as the 
oil price shock spreads across 


houses are currently filled with 
at least a five-month supply of 
goods such as olives and olive 
oil, sea salt and other products 
with a long shelf life. 

Alex Alexakis, vice-president 
of Canadian operations at Krinos 
Foods, said his firm too has been 
stockpiling supplies. 

“We’re OK for a couple of 
months at least,” Alexakis said. 

Besieged by a prolonged reces¬ 
sion, high unemployment and 
banks dangerously low on cap¬ 
ital, Greece defaulted on repaying 
a loan to the International Mon¬ 
etary Fund last week, becoming 
the first developed state to do so. 

Now some analysts wonder if 
Greece is so starved of cash that 
it could be forced to start issuing 
its own currency and become 
the first country to leave the 
19-member eurozone. 

Greece and its creditors, who 
will meet again today to discuss 
how to keep the country in the 
euro, remain far apart on key 
issues, particularly the notion 
of debt relief, the Canadian press,

other sectors. However, the Bank 
of Canada says the story isn’t the 
same across the country. 

“On the other hand, domestic 
demand is strengthening in re¬ 
gions that are less exposed to the 
energy sector,” the report said.

How often are 
bomb threats 
credible? 

Pretty rarely. For example, of1,055 U.S. school bomb incidents from1990-2002, only 14 (1.3 
per cent) saw threats beforehand. Risk management experts Frederick Calhoun and Stephen 
Weston identify two types of threat-makers, who rarely overlap. "Howlers," like those who 
called in a string of threats to airlines this week, inflict mostly inconvenience. A full-throated 
police response gives these miscreants exactly what they want: Attention. Dangerous, meth¬ 
odical "hunters," on the other hand, generally don't advertise their plans. That would include 
the Winnipeg mail bomber who badly injured one woman Friday and put residents on edge, 
leading to more (ultimately false) suspicious-package reports. Just one notorious group was 
known for courtesy calls before attacks—the IRA. But they would often call in a threat, set off 
an explosion, then detonate secondary bombs targeting first responders, metro 


Pedestrian crosswalks 
make 'zero sense’ here 



Thea Bowering had a near 
miss last week while crossing 
Whyte Avenue at 101 Street, 
when a driver turning left 
came extremely close to hit¬ 
ting her. “He was inches away 
from me, going full speed,” 
she says. 

Out of sheer dumb luck, 
she says, a police officer hap¬ 
pened to be at the intersection 
and ticketed the driver. 

“I was particularly pissed 
that it was the notorious 
(crosswalk), that it was the 
one where Dave Finkelman 
was killed.” 

Finkelman was a musician 
and radio host on CJSR who 
was killed in Januaiy of 2014. 
He was hit from behind in the 
same exact spot and in a scen¬ 
ario that was almost identical 
to Bowering’s near miss. 

The city has recently voiced 


a commitment to increasing 
pedestrian safety — but notes 
that as it reviews pedestrian 
safety at 200 intersections, 
it only has the money to up¬ 
grade 10 crossings per year. 
Apparently, a crosswalk with 
the flashing amber lights costs 
$100,000 and a full set of traf¬ 
fic lights costs $150,000. 

But is this really a question 
of money, or of will? 

Bowering, who’s the author 
of a collection of short stories 
that also has female charac¬ 
ters walking through cities, 
says she’s an “urban writer 
often seen walking in cross¬ 
walks.” And as she attempts to 
make sense of why there have 
been so many near misses at 
this particular intersection, 
she keeps mentioning that the 
white lines of the crosswalk 
have faded so much they’re 
nearly invisible to drivers. 

“The city is talking about 
putting a bunch of money 
into bettering intersections... 
but someone was killed (there) 
— how hard is it to repaint 


the white lines?” 

Both of the pedestrian 
crossings that lead from my 
neighbourhood toward the 
nearest groceiy store, flower 
shop, liquor store and restau¬ 
rants, have lighted intersec¬ 
tions with pedestrian cross¬ 
ings activated by a button. 
Incredibly, both of these inter¬ 
sections — T-intersections 
if you can imagine — direct 
pedestrians into the cross¬ 
walk at exactly the same time 
that traffic gets a green light 
to turn left through the very 
same crosswalk. 

It makes zero sense. Eveiy 
single time I cross the street, 

I fear for my safety. I’ve had 
grannies in cars scream ob¬ 
scenities at me, and roofers 
give me the finger. Just for 
occupying a crosswalk, while 
the little walking person light 
indicates that I could be there. 

Fixing this situation would 
be simple, if the will was 
there: just change the light 
programming so that cars 
turning left get a red instead

of a green when the pedes¬ 
trians are in the intersection. 

This isn’t just an issue of 
money. This is an issue of car¬ 
ing about pedestrian injuries, 
fatalities, and near-misses — 
of listening to people walking 
the streets near their homes 
and workplaces, and then 
actually acting on what they 
say. Often only a minor tweak 
is needed to ensure that they 
can go on their way safely.

The Calgaiy Stampede may 
have been established on 
rodeo, rides and beef-on-a- 
bun, but corporate-sanctioned 
caesars before noon can lead to 
a debauched 10-day bender for 
wannabe cowboys (regardless 
of gender) looking to blow off 
steam. 

Most are respectful and jov¬ 
ial. But some men, instead of 
embodying Western hospital¬ 
ity, transform into dude-bros 
who feel entitled to disrespect 
or harass women. Catcalls. Ass¬ 
grabbing. Name-calling if you 
look less than pleased by these 
charming advances. 

For those who question 
whether this is really a prob¬ 
lem, I conducted a (very un¬ 
scientific) survey of 10 female 
friends in their 20s and 30s, 
all of whom attend Stampede 
annually, before writing this 
column. Half of these women 
— HALF! — have been grabbed 
at over the years while walking 
through crowded party tents. 
The most recent incident 
occurred Friday at Cowboys, 
the club with the slogan “The 
most fun you can have with 
your boots on.” A guy grabbed 
under a friend’s skirt. I’m told 
he got a lecture. 

I’ve had my butt grabbed 
at the Stampede twice. One 
time, it happened so quickly 
I couldn’t pick the offender 
from the jeering herd; the 
other time, I was told I “over¬ 
reacted” for telling the guy off. 

So I tip my hat to the 


Calgaiy Stampede for jumping 
on the anti-sexual-harassment 
wagon. It’s about time. 

The city’s top brass, includ¬ 
ing the Stampede CEO and 
Mayor Naheed Nenshi, quickly 
endorsed the #SafeStampede 
campaign, which was cre¬ 
ated by a group of women to 
encourage respect and share 
information about consent and 
sexual harassment. 

Thanks for the leadership, 
folks. It sends a message 
to people attending one of 
Canada’s largest events that 
harassment isn’t condoned and 
that donning a plaid shirt and 
cowboy boots isn’t a licence to 
make women feel unsafe. 

Don’t get me wrong, I love 
the Stampede (including line 
dancing at Cowboys after a 
few spiked lemonades) more 
than most. I return eveiy year 
for the festivities even though 
I haven’t hung my hat in Cal¬ 
gaiy for more than a decade. 

But until this campaign 
snapped me to attention, I 
viewed the harassment as an 
irritating but inevitable part of 
the Stampede. 

I hope this campaign will 
add to the culture shift away 
from victim-blaming and ob¬ 
jectification. Whether it’s 
#YesAllWomen, which high¬ 
lights stories about eveiyday 
harassment, or Ontario’s 
ongoing #WhoWillYouHelp in¬ 
itiative, our society seems to be 
more aware of sexist violence 
and harassment. 

We don’t have to be re¬ 
signed to bad behaviour. It may 
be the Wild West, but adopting 
that mentality shouldn’t mean 
accepting harassment.

“To be me right now is veiy 
weird,” she says. “It’s weird, I 
feel like I am famous all of a 
sudden. I’ve been kind of rec¬ 
ognizable but now it is very 
different and it is very new. 
It’s overwhelming. It is a little 
scary. I’m on the subway and 
it’s not like one or two people 
— it’s like the whole car wants 
a picture. It’s overwhelming. 

“I never thought about being 
famous. That was never part of 
my thing, but once it was on 
the horizon as a possibility, it 
seemed like a real bummer. I 
could see there’s no upside. 
The upside is I sometimes get 


free appetizers and I can get 
a reservation at a restaurant. 
I only go to one place in New 
York, it’s a tea place, the Tea 
Cup, and they don’t take res¬ 
ervations but I can make a res¬ 
ervation there. I swear I don’t 
see another upside. It sucks.” 

As that last quote displays, 


Schumer’s work is character¬ 
ized by a lack of pretence. 

“I like to get rid of artifice,” 
she says. “I haven’t gone to the 
bathroom in three days and 
I’m hungover and that’s OK.” 

But these days she’s more 
often than not very publicly 
on display. 


“It’s veiy hard for me to be 
in hair and makeup all the time 
and clothes I don’t feel comfort¬ 
able in. Because you do this 
work you feel proud of, I feel 
you’re punished by having to 
dress up like a show poodle.” 

Trainwreck is set in New 
York but not because it is 


the traditional home of the 
classic rom-coms, but because 
“I just don’t know any other 
city,” she says. “I am a crea¬ 
ture of habit. I just like going 
to the Comedy Cellar and 
walking around the reservoir 
in Central Park.” 

She may be a creature of 


habit in her personal life, but 
has shaken up the formula for 
her first movie, although she 
balks at the suggestion that 
she switched the gender roles 
in the film.

“It was a complete surprise 
to me,” she says. “There wasn’t 
a thought of, ‘I’m playing the 
male role.’ It makes sense to 
me. I know in most movies it’s 
not this way, but in my real life 
and in the lives of the women 
I’m close to and in this age, I’ve 
found that, as somebody who is 
still out there dating, that the 
men often times are the more 
vulnerable of the two and just 
more sensitive. Mostly about it 
being over. If you go out with 
someone once and you’re just 
not feeling it, if a guy doesn’t 
call me back it is a blow to the 
ego, but I’m not like, ‘But... 
why? I have a great job.’ 

“It’s funny, I was watching 
The Bachelorette, I’m a fan. 
One of the guys was feeling 
rejected and he kind of turned 
on her. She didn’t do anything 
to him but he was like, ‘My 
ex-girlfriend was twice as hot 
as her.’ I think the male ego is 
way more sensitive than the 
female ego. It was not a con¬ 
scious decision to reverse the 
roles. That has really been my 
experience.” 

She says watching the final 
cut of the film and seeing the 
audience reaction at SXSW 
earlier this year “was the best 
night of my life so far.” 

“I’m already proud of the 
movie. The movie is already 
a success to me. My peers 
really like it and I got to give 
my friends work and they did 
great in it. Beyond that, I hope 
it changes the perspective of 
people who see it. I hope people 
are a little less likely to judge 
and women feel more empow¬ 
ered.”

Why there's 
no new 
music today

There is no new music on sale 
at your local record store to¬ 
day. There's nothing new on 
iTunes, either. In fact, there's 
no new music available pretty 
much anywhere in the world 
right now. But don't panic. 


Releasing new music has 
always been chaotic. Once 
upon a time, albums came 
out... whenever. Depending 
on the supply links to your 
record store and your geo¬ 
graphic location, you might 
find a album on the shelves 
any day of the week. But this 
made compiling weekly sales 
charts difficult, so decades 
ago the industry decided to 
co-ordinate things. 

If you're of — ahem — a 
certain age, you may remem¬ 
ber lining up at a record store 
late on a Monday evening 
for the opportunity to buy 
a big album when the store 



reopened its doors at 12:01 
a.m. Tuesday. This is because 
Tuesday was the designated 
day for new music releases in 
North America. 

But in Britain and France, 
that album had already been 
out for 24 hours as their ap¬ 
pointed day for new music 
was Monday. Japan made 
people wait until Wednes¬ 
day. And music fans in Ger¬ 
many, Australia and a host of 
other countries either had to 
wait until Friday or they had 
already seen the record the 
previous week. 

This wasn't a big deal when 
physical releases ruled. But

now that music files can whip 
around the planet in fractions 
of a second, a Monday re¬ 


lease in the U.K. can have an 
impact on sales in other ter¬ 
ritories. This old regimented 
release schedule didn't make 
sense anymore. 

That's why earlier this year, 
the 45 biggest music mar¬ 
kets in the world — includ¬ 
ing Canada — agreed that as 
of Friday, July 10, new music 
will become available at 12:01 
a.m. local time. 

As this is the week when 
we make the transition, this 
is the first Tuesday in years 
with no new inventory for us 
to buy. While changing this 
new schedule isn't trivial (so 
many of the moving parts of 


the music industry and radio 
are geared to new music on 
Tuesdays), it's hoped that this 
will have a positive effect on 
sales. 

The thinking is that releas¬ 
ing new material on Friday 
will encourage more cus¬ 
tomer traffic on the days 
when consumers spend the 
most, thereby boosting music 
sales. Some retailers disagree; 
they're afraid this will depress 
sales throughout the week. 

The question is, in an era 
when everyone gets their 
music in so many different 
ways, will the public even 
notice?

The top six tournament play¬ 
ers on Twitter were all from the 
U.S. team: Julie Johnston, Carli 
Lloyd, Alex Morgan, Megan 
Rapinoe, Hope Solo and Abby 
Wambach. 

A Canadian Twitter break¬ 
down was not immediately 
available. 

Faceboolc says its data shows 
nearly nine million people had 
20 million interactions about 
the Women’s World Cup on 
Faceboolc.

Mexico, Britain, Canada and
